lt took a brave soul in the days of old Atlanta 
to set up business near Murrell’s Row. This 
alley, near Pryor on Decatur street, had been 
named for Mr. Murrell, of Tennessee, written 
down in the histories of those times as a notori- 
ous robber and outlaw—the kind of man, no 
doubt, whose name might aptly apply to a dis- 
trict where gamblers furnished the chief amuse- 
ment by fighting gamecocks.

R. Caverly and in a stirring summa- 
tion, one that caused the defendants 
to lose their poise, exclaimed: 

“Cautious, crafty, cool and vicious, 
Leopold and Loeb at first tried to 
blame each other for this revolting 
killing. Both these men are guilty of 


the most cruel, dastardly and revolt- 


ing murder in the annals of jurispru- 
dence. 

“They made a virtue of necessity 
and threw themselves on the mercy 
of this court. They knew there was 
no escape for them. In the name of 
the poor murdered Franks boy, in the 
name of the fathers and mothers of 
this commonwealth, in the name o 
the state of Illinois, I demand that 
these two killers, after all the evi- 
dence has been presented, be sen- 
tenced to hang.” 

\ Franks Dazed By Ordeal.

As his wife left -the stand, Jacob 
Franks, who had taken a chair just 
in front of Leopold, Sr., and directly 
behind the slayers, leaned forward 
and directed a gaze at them that had 
all the aspects of ferocity. If ever 
a man showed plainly that he believed 
death would be almost too good for 
youths who had confessed an atro- 
cious crime, Franks did at that 
moment. 

The husband's gaze followed his 
wife's halting steps as she left the 
courtroom and his face relaxed. Then 
he devoted himself once more to the 
task of following the testimony and 
he atayed until the end of the session. 

Fifteen witnesses were placed on 
the stand by the state during the day. 
In the afternoon, after Mrs. Franks 
had testified, the proceedings became 
somewhat wearisome. An almost un- 
endurable heat in the courtroom 
added to the discomfort of the judge, 
the lawyers, the defendants, wit- 
nesses and spectators.

Loeb Spoiled 


But Not Insane, Says Expert 


BY DR. MYLES 8S. BURGESS. 
Chicago, July 23.—The numerous 


end amazing hypotheses expressed in 
print by some of the alienists who 
rushed into court and out agajn at 
the opening of the Franks murdér 
trial seem to ne to be more theoreti- 
cal than the facts warrant. In plain 
words, I would say that many of the 
diagnoses advanced by so-called men- 
tal experts of what is wrong with 
Leopold and Loep are pure -uncombe. 

There is nothing in the history, con- 

duct, bearing, appearance and conver- 
sation of Leopoll and Loeb to indi- 
cate that they are anything but whol- 
ly sane, a little more brilliant intel- 
lectually, perhaps, than the majority 
of people. The theories advanced by 
press alienists as to their mental con- 
ditions would seem to indicate that 
certain doctors riay be more crazy 
than the slayers. 
_ Insanity, as every alienist knows, 
is a matter of relativity. All of us 
have our little aad big complexes, We 
all have peculiarities which, _ when 
subjected to close analysis, might be 
termed manias or delusions. 

The two young men who sat 
court Wednesday, joked with their 
attorneys, suggested procedure ‘o 
them, showed fear once or twice when 
the prosecutor was speaking and 
shame or remorse when Mr. and Mrs. 
Franks were testifying, certainly 


in | 


| that facts never will 


were not insane. They are not and 
have not been insane in either ‘the 
legal or medical sense of the word. 

All that is wrong with Leopold and 
Loeb is that they are spoiled. They 
have been pampered too much. They 
have been the victims of indulgent 
parents and relatives. That may 
sound harsh but it is the truth, and 
it is not nearly as harsh and ¢ruel 
as the crime which they confessed. 

In my opinion, the time has conie 
when alienists should. refuse to be 
brought to testify in cases where prisa- 
oners so plainly are at fault. I doubt 
very much whether any reputable -x- 
pert in mental diseases will testify 
that these youths are insane. They 
may have some physical abnormali- 
ties of which hints have leaked out 
from time tox time. 

All the high-sounding words, all the 
terms used to characterize the sup- 
posed mental condition of the two 
prisoners mean nothing. Careful ex- 
amination will not disclose a single 
trace of insanity in ether boy. Any 
alienist who rushea into a courtroom, 
then rushes out, reads the newspaper 
reports, and on the strength of that 
decides under his own signature that 
Leopold and Loeb are insane. cer- 
tainly is assuming a responsibility 
justify. If the 
boys had been insane it would not 
have taken weeks of examination and 
numerous sfecialists to find it out.

He would be the ordinary 
channel of communication with the 
United States government on these 
matters. 

“Matters which are of imperial con- 
cern or which affect other dominions 
in the commonwealth in common with 
the Irish free state will continue to 
be handled as heretofore by this em- 
bassy. 

“The arrangements proposed by his 
majesty’s government would not de- 
note any departure from the principles 
of the diplomatic unity of the empire. 
The Irish minister would be at all 
times in the closest touch with his 
majesty’s ambassador and any ques- 
tion which may arise as to whether a 
matter comes within the category of 
those to be handled by the Irish minis- 
ter or not would be settled by consul- 
tation between them, In matters fall- 
ing within his sphere, the Irish min- 
ister would not be subject to the con- 
trol of his majesty’s ambassador nor 
would his majesty’s ambassador be 
responsible for the Irish minister's ac- 
tions.” 

“Responding to the hope which rou 
express on behalf of your government 
that the government of the United 
of an Irish Free State minister at 
Washington in conformity with

The  sanitarium 
is a hospital and not a prison. It 
has no means of safeguarding these 
criminals, The enforced association of 
the innocent insane with these crimi- 
nals js repulsive to every sense of 
decency.

WHEAT ADVANGES 
TOSEASIN'S HGH 


Chicago, July 


23.—Wheat went 
whirling upward today 8 cents a 
bushel. News of black rust in Can- 


ada set loose an extruordinary buying 
Stampede which was goaded on alsv 
through estimates that drought dam- 
age to the Canadian wheat crop 
would amount to more than half as 
much as last year's total Canadian 
harvest. The wheat market closed ex- 
cited, 6 1-Sc to 7 1-4e net higher, 
September, 31.30 to $1.30 1-8, and 
December, $1.32 5-8 to $1.32 7-8. Corn 
= l-4c to 4 1-Se up; oats 
showing a 1 3-4¢ to 2 3-Se gain, and 
provisions a 15¢ to 50c advance. 

All pwvious top-price records for 
wheat this season were eclipsed as 
the market went skyward. Strangely 
in contrast, considerable uncertainty 
had been shown at the opening, first 
trades varying from a full cent decline 
to an equal upturn. The initial weak- 
ness was ascribed to eleventh-hour 
liquidating sales on the part of hold- 
ers who apparently believed that on 
account of recent rains in Canada the 
rise in values had reached the max- 
mum. <At this juncture, however, it 
became known that advices from Chi- 
cago experts investigating drought 
damage in Alberta pointed to condi- 
tons far worse than any heretofore 
published, one authority estimating 
the Alberta yield this weason at only 
40,000,000 bushels, compared with 
166,000,000 bushels last year.

ToWorry Wall St.-Barnum

New York, July 23.—The recom- 
mendations of the federal trade com- 
mission jin ordering the U. S. Steel 
to discontinue its practice of selling 
steel products on the Pittsburg plus 
basis, was a subject of only passing 
comment in stock market and finan- 
cial circles today.
